FORCIBLE RESOLUTIONS. 


The coal, iron, silver and gold min- 


ers of the States west of the Missouri 
have organized under the name of the 
Western Federation of Miners. A con- 
vention composed of delegates from 
the various Unions met in Denver last 
week and adopted resolutions in favor 
of the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
ol 16 to 1, regardless of the action of 
European nations or international con- 
ferences, and pledging support to (he 
party, that adopts this principle. An 
earnest appeal 
was 
made to all 


branches of organized labor to unite 
under one common head State and 
National organizatous for the purpose 
of concentrating tbeir efforts at the 
ballot box to secure the success of the 
party pledged to the enactment of Jaws 
beneficial to the masses of the people. 


The pledge to support only the party 


that demands tree coinage, if adhered 
to, will do much to accomplish that re- 
sult and if adopted by liepubliean and 
Democratic conventions \vtll hl(ve a 
far-reaching effect. Everybody knows 
that for years the old party conven- 
tions in the silver producing Stales 
have been decking for free comugn 
but the National party organizations 
and Congress only laugh at -nich ds>- 


< larations. They hud no objections to 
such declaratious «o long as the party 
supported the National organizations, 
as 
tho 
gold 
standurd 
element 


controlled 
those organizations and 


dictated 
their 
financial 
policy. 


Wily, John Sherman laughed m his 
sleeve »t such e(hool boy play, know- 
ing ns he did Ui>.t the electoral votes 
of thuse States would be given to <i 
Presidential Candidate selected b> the 
gold trust.

Secretary Carlisle addressed a large 


audience at Covingtou, Kentucky, on 
tho silver question. In answer to the 
accusation that ho had changed his 
views on silver, he said he never imd 
been, and is not now, unfriendly to 
silver, ile does not wish silver coins 
eliminated from the money of the 
country. He says he knows, but does 
not tell how ho happens to know, that 
silver cannot be kept in circulation 
with gold by means of any ratio which 
the law of any one country may estab- 
lish between tho two metals, and the 
only way to secure tho use of both, at 
the iame time, is to make one of them 
the standard of value and limit the 
c oinage of tho other 
He is, therefore, 


m favor of the existing sUudurd of 
value, with such use of tho full tender 
silver coins, and paper convertible into 
ooin ou demand as c.ui bo maintained 
without impairing or endangering the 
credit of the Government. 


Secretary Carlisle was at ouo time in 


favor of free coinage. Ho cannot deny 
that because the record is against him 
He denounced tho Demonetization Act 
of 1873 as tho crime of tho century. 
Not until Cleveland became President 
did he manifest any hostility to silver. 
That hostility has been more 
uounccd since he became a member of 
the Cabinet. Now he is thoioughly 
imbued with gold trust ideas and he 
\villnotpayont a standard dollar for 
any obligation of the Government. He 
heard 
of the "intorconvurtibility" 


theory advanced by Messrs. Goodwin 
and Bartine at the Denver Convention 
of Republican Clubs und adopted it 
bodily and now promulgates it as his 
idea of the use of silver.

In 11190. 
In a letter on the political situation 


and the probability of the success of 
the free coinage men in 1896, Congress- 
man Tom Watson says: 


I do believe that an understanding 


will be reached between the Populists, 
the American Bimetallic party and the 
free silver elements of the Democratic 
and Republican parties which will 
amount practically to the formation of 
a united opposition to. the extreme 
contraction, 
protective, 
corporation 


and class rule tendencies so boldly de- 
veloped in the policies cf such Demo- 
crats as Cleveland, Brice, Gorman, 
Bayard, Hill, Vilas and Olney, and of 
snoh Republicans as Sherman, Allison, 
Reed and McKinley. 


Disguise it as we may, the feeling 


exists that a life and death struggle 
has begun between the principles upon 
which this Government was founded 
and the principles against which its 
formation was a protest. 


The question is, can we restore the 


landmarks of the fathers? Can we de- 
fend the heritage of the Revolution, 
against the socialist, anarchist, com- 
munist, on the one side, and against the 
plutocrat, the corporate feudalism, the 
specially privileged millionaires, on 
the other? I believe it can be d one, 
and that it will be done. But a union 
of all the antiolass rule elements is ab- 
solutely necessary. 


To bring about this union without 


any sacrifice of principle will be a 
heavy task, but I believe thit honest, 
earnest, able men are now at work 
upon hopeful lines and that the result 
aimed at will be accomplished by 1896. 


I am a Populist from the shoes up, 


but I will work heartily with any man 
who opposes the Rothschild-Cleveland 
iolicy and the utter destruction of our 
iberties which it threatens. 
Excepting a strong opposition in the 
ities where tho banks naturally con- 
rol many business men arid many 
newspapers, the antiulass rule elements 


have mentioned would carry with 
hem almost everybody in this State 
who does not hold an office.

Geneva nominate certain dealers in 
England who shall hold competition 
watches made by the former, and the 
names of snoh dealers are agreed to by 
the whole of the said makers. Prizes 
ranging from £300 downward are given 
to the makers whoae particular watches 
•hall keep the best time and remain in 
the finest condition during 13 months. 


Tho English dealers who hold tha 


watches during the 13 months have to 
keep a daily record in regard to the loss 
or gain of time evidenced by theJr 
charges, and they are of course in abso- 
lute honor bound to keep a correct one 
and not to tamper with the watches be- 
yond winding them. No given maker's 
watcli in the competition bears any 
name or distinctive mark other than pe- 
culiarities of construction by which the 
name of the maker can be identified bj 
the holder. The watches are of the 
nscal kind manufactured for trading 
purposes and net mere "exhibition" 
watches, and the holder of each prize 
winner receives one-half of the award.

A Wonder of Coloring In Slower*. 


Tho editor of "Notes For tho Curi- 


ous" recently road a wonderful (?) ao- 
oonut of a bunch of roses kept in a New 
York herbarium, which still retain their 
original color, notwithstanding the fact 
that they were cut from tho parent stalk 
three years and one month before the 
signing of our Declaration of Independ- 
ence. The editor of tho paper in which 
the notice appeared, he no doubt consid- 
ering it the "eighth wonder of tho I 
world," asked if any reader could give 
information concerning a case in which 
roses or other flowers had retained tbei< 
natural colors for so long n time. 


We would state that wo have seen 


well preserved wreaths and garlands of 
lotus, red and yellow poppies, and other 
unclassified flowers which wore found 
on Egyptian mummies known to have 
been dead over 0,000 years. The red 
poppies were but n shade lighter than 
those dried and pressed but a month or 
a yonr before, and in tbe case of the yel- 
low variety thero was no distinguish- 
able difference between those from the 
ancient tombs and specimens which had 
been dried but a week. If the editor who 
refers, to tho colonial roses as wonders 
will visit the Egyptian museum at 
Cairo, he will find dried colored flowers 
of sufficient antiquity to excite his 
won-
